From Baltimore to Charlestown. 


Some men are unfortunate—remarkably so. At Baltimore,on Thurs- 
day morning previous to John Brown's execution, there was a crowd 
of editorial people, a mass of curiosity-seeking people, and a few 
privileged independents who were secure of a passage to Harper's 
Ferry. Ata quarter past eight a. m. the cars were to leave ; crowd 
wanted tickets ; agent politely informed them he had imperative 
ordera not to sell any; the crowd became indignant ; at last the 

President and Saperintendent of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
arrived, we exhibited our letters, friendly and officially, a benignant 


sinile was the answer, and we cried “Saved!” The rest of the crowd 
were refused, and disappointment dwelt like a cloud upon their 
countenances. One gentleman was particularly indignant, he was 


from the interior of the State of New York, he had a certificate rrom 
forty-three unknown individuals as to the character of his paper, he 
stated he was no Abolitionist, he was simply a Republican ; the sim- | 
piicity of that remark drew forth the suggestion that the sooner he 
was off to his na'ive village the better it would be for his constitu- 
tional health and the sacredness of his apparel. Gentleman from 
interior consequently left ian a towering rage. There was a shrill

be no business in the town, the excitement of the time had absorbed 
the attention of everybody, and the spirit of inquiry reigned supreme; 
the exhibition of a Brown pike, the roll of a dram, or the march of 
the soldiers immediately intensified the excitement. But we had no 
time to observe or to mingle with them, a special train was waiting 
for us for Charlestown. A telegraph dispatch from General Talia- 
ferro was presented to us by Captain Barton, United States Army. 

“ December Ist, 1859, Headquarters at Charlestown. 

“ This certifies that Dr. A. R——, of Frank Leslie’s, is granted 
permission to visit Charlestown, Virginia, and to remain there un- 
molested, and all soldiers and citizens are requested to show him 
every attention. TaLiaFerno, Commander.” 


Armed with this authority we focnd every one eager to show every 
attention. Upon our arrival at Cha lestown we visited the General 
and Staff, and were received with urbanity and courtesy ; every 
request consistent with their duty was granted us, and our comfort 
was at all times attended to. 


Mrs. Brown’s Arrival. 

The shades of night were gathering over us, there was a solemnity 
in every soldier’s face, Virginia was determined to vindicate the 
majesty of her law, and every soldier stood ready to perform his 
portion of the General's commands; but still the announcement that 
the wife of the condemned was about to arrive to take her last inter- 
view with her husband at once changed the seene, the ancient chiv- 
alry of Virginia manifested itself at once, and from Governor Wise 
down to the private in the ranks a feeling of sympathy was shown 
towards the woman who came to visit her husband. In silence and 
painful anxiety the soldiers were drawn up into a hollow square 
commanding the jail, and thus for ten minutes the solid columns 
waited. 

Soon there was heard the sound of approaching cavalry, and then 
distinctly the Rangers appeared in sight, escorting a carriage which 
contained Captain Moore and Mrs. Brown. It entered the square—

We have given a truthful sketch of this exciting event. We are 
informed that nothing could exceed the courage and fortitude of 
these fair heroines of the sea. For nine hours they were exposed to 
the cold, with a gale blowing and a heavy sea on. 

About half an hour after the vessel struck a heavy roller came in, 
and lifting the ship about six feet let her fall on the rocks, when she 
broke amidships into two parts; the bow fell over sideways, while 
the after part remained entire. 

Several persons were on the bow, but were rescued by passing a 
rope over the chasm and hauling them aft. 

A singular incident occurred here. An aged Irishman, who had a 
considerable sum of money with him, had been insane for a week 





previous, from fear of being wrecked. He would frequently pack 
up his apparel and offer any one money to put him ashore, prophe- 
sying that the ship would never reach Portland. After the bow 
fell over he was seen sitting on the forecastie deck ladder, with his 
satchel in his hand, apparently unconscious or unable to take ad- 
vantage of the attempts made to save him. Ina little time he fell 
from his place, and slid across the deck into the sea, where he was 
drowned, as he had foretold a week before. 

The mate gives the following account: Considering the sud- 
denness of the accident, and that one watch rushed on ‘deck, Mr. 
Biggan says there was very little confusion. Every order was 
promptly obeyed. The men stationed to the boats were on hand, 
and the passengers gave way to no fears. It was the broken swell 
which swept over the reef that destroyed the boats more than any 
miscalculation in lowering them.

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WASHINGTON IRVING, 


Tis eminent author, whose portrait we 
publish to-day, was born on the 31 of 
April, 1783, in William street, in a house 
which existed till 1846, when it was taken 
down, and the hand-ome china and glass 
store now standing as 131 Willism street 
erected in its stead. Educated for the 
law, he soon grew disgusted with the 
dryness of Themis, and 9s a lesser evil 
became clerk to his brothers», who were 
then flourishing merchants in lear! street. 
In 1804, his bealth declining, he visited 
Europe, having previourly entered the 
literary world as a contribu'for to the 
Morning Chronicle, a @aily paper of 
New York, then edited by his elder 
brotber, Peter Irving. Two sears were 
spent in visiting the most accersible States 
of Europe, and with renevated bealth he 
returned to America in 1806. Daring his 
visit to Rome, he met Alliston, the artist, 
who gave him some lessons in painting, 
but on his return he took to his first love, 
the law, and became a member of the bar. 
In 1807 he joined J. K. Paulding and his 
brother Peter, in the compo-ition of a 
series of humorous papers called Salma- 
gundi,in which the prevailing foibles of 
the day were pleasantly eatirised. In 
December 1809 appeared his History of 
New York, which became immensely 
popular, and stamped him as one of the 
first of American writers. 

His next literary labor was the editing 
of the Analectic Magazine, at the close of 
the war with Great Britain, where he 
resided for several years, pursuing author- 
ship as a profession. There he amended 
his Sketch Book, which was published by 
Murray, in 1820. Bracebridge Hall ap- 
peared two years afterwards, and in 1525 
he published that charming work, Tales of 
a Traveller. Soon afterwards he went to 
Madrid, where he wrote his Life of Colum- 
bus. This work won for bim a degree in 
Oxford. In 1828 end 1829 he resided in 
the south of Spain, engaged in historical 
researches, and wrote his chronicles of 
the Alhambra and the Conquest of 
Granada. About this time he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of Legation to the 
Embassy in London, which he retained 
till 1832, when he returned to America. 
His reception was of the most flattering 
description. 

In 1833 he accompanied the Commis- 
sioners of Indian Emigration to the Great 
West, and embodied his experiences in 
his Tour on the Prairies. Jn 1842 he 


was appointed Minister to Spain, which office 
1846. On his return he commenced the publication of a revi-ed 
Life of Goldsm 1! 
and Mahomet and his Succeszors. His closing book was his magny 
opus, the Life of Washington, which he only finished last year 
though conscious that his labors was done. he laid down a pe 
which had given instruction and delight to the worli, never to re- 
eu ne it. It was truly a fitting Nunc dimitlis to a great life.

DEATH AND BURIAL OF 
WASHINGTON IRVING. 


Tnoven it had been long rumored that 
Irving had suffered much with ill health, 
the news of his decease seemed to sur- 
prise the world of New York. His age 
was known, but the recent publication of 
his “ Washington,” and the flattering ec- 
count of his improved physical condition, 
which lately appeared, had awakeued 
hopes that he might yet be long spared. 
Since his death, the medical testimony 
which has been published haa rendered 
it painfally apparent that the compli: t 
with which he suffered was iocurabie, 
and not consistent with a much longer 
life. The following extract fron the

lescribes his last hours: ,

of conversation he glanced over the pages of several books that lay 
on the centre table, and the last book he is believed to have opened 
was Lieutenant Page's History of the Paraguay Exhibition. About 
half-past ten o’clock he rose to retire, and taking his leave of the 
company, he ascended the stairs alone to his bedroom. While upon 
the steps he met his nephew, the Rev. Mr. Irving, coming down, 
holding in his hand a needle for sewing manuscripts. Mr. Irving 
accosted him ina playfal manner, saying, ‘“‘ Why, Pierre, what are 
you doing with a needle ?” and passed on to his room. These were 


the last words he ever uttered. One of his nieces, Miss Sarah Irving, 
had preceded him to his room, and when he entered she was en- 
gaged in arranging his books so that they would be convenient of 
access in his hours of wakefulness during the night. While engaged 
in this duty, she was startled by a noise as of some one choking, and 
turning round she saw Mr. Irving press his left hand to his heart and 
fall forwards. He caught hold of a table in falling, and gradually 
sank down on the floor. The noise was heard in the parlor below, 
and in a moment every member of the household was around him,
